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and publiſh it ſelf the true Off-ſpring of a 
Onaker, But we mult take it as it is, and in 
the Title Page G. W. ſaith, our Book is a de- 
ſaming confuled Book. Anſwer. I ſuppoſe a 


great part of” it muſt needs be confuſed, being | 


taken out of your own confuſed Writings ; 
the reconciling of which to themſelves, is as 
caſie as bringing together the South and North 
Poles. 2. Hecalls ita defaming Book. Anſwer : 
It defames no Mans Perſon, nor indeed your 
Principles, any further than your Tongues and 
Pens-did it firſt of all ; for it Treats of- your 
profeſſed notions, which if falſe, are deſer- 
vedly expoſed, nothing being a more deſtcu- 
Ctive evil in our day, than for falſhood to be 
carried on in the World with Fame and Ap- 
planſe. | 

But to come to your Book it ſelf : Could yon 
Juppoſe that any thing was contained in it to 


the purpoſe? I cannot imagine what you | 
could think of it. If you had faid any thing to- | 


wards reconciling your former Writings with 
your late profeſſed Faith, you had done fome- 
Tiiing ro the purpoſe; do you think that any 
whoſe Eyes are in their Heads, will not ealily 
ice that your defeCts in Truth aud Reaſon arc 
ſupplied with Slanders and Railings? You tell 
US, P. 5, 6, 7, 8. © We have ſhewed our en- 
*vy and bitterneſs ;, yea, we appear Envious 
© againſt your preſent Liberty, as Men of En- 
* vious, T'orbalent, Perſecuting Spirits, &c. 
Why, what's the matter? © why our Book de- 
© fames tiie Quaters as a People of a Religious 
; Societys 
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Society, &c. who have ſolcmly and ſincerely 
© declared to the Government, That they own 
© 2nd believe the Holy Scriptures of the 014 
©2nd New Teſtament, and deſire to live in the 
©Faith, Knowledge, and Practice of them, 
© 2nd that they believe in the Three Divine 
<Witneſles bearing Record in Heaven, the Fa- 
©ther, Word, and Holy Spirit, and the Di- 
© yinity and Humanity of Chriſt, and Juſtifica- 
© tion by Chriſt's Works, Righteouſneſs and 
© Merits, and not by their own : This and much 
more in their peofetled Faith, whereunto I re- 
ferr the Reader : Now we have gane and pub- 
liſhed to the World, wherein the Writings of 
their chief Guides do directly oppole and con- 
tradiCt this Confeſſion of Faith, from which 
G. Whitehead concludes, © That by this we 
© would make void one Condition of their pre- 
| ©ſent Liberty, p. 6. As People not fit to be 
©tolerated, now have their Liberty of Con- 
© ſcience, Þ. 7. And faith G. W. No doubt had 
£ theſe angry Anabaptiſts power, we ſhould not 
©enjoy our Liberties, the very Nature and 
© Tendency of theſe their bitter lying InveCtives, 
© being to bring Perſecutionupon us, as'a Peo- 
© ple not to be given any credit unto in our 
© Soleran Profeſſion before Authority. To all 
which I Anſwer, Firſt, We did not know till 
our Book was Publiſhed, that you had pro- 
feſſed this as your Faith before the Parliament. 
And ſecondly, we muſt the more admire your 
| Preſumptuous confidence herein, that you 
ſhould fo affront the Government 5 except you 
A 3 had 
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had at the ſame time renounced your former 
Writings, that ſo evidently contradict it. 
And whereas you falſly charge us with per- 
ſecuting Spirits and Envy,it is well known that 
our principles, are and ever were that none 
ought to be perſecuted for their Religious 
Principles or Notions ; no not the Papiſts them- 
ſelves, ſo long as they live peaceably in ſub- 
jection to Authority and the Eivil Govern- 
ment : yet had they come and ſet up a aſs- 
Houſe at Deptford;and that they might the more 
eftectually prevail upon the Ignorant, and eaſt - 
lier proſelyte them to their Idolatry and Su- 
perſtitions,ſhould have publiſhed a Profeſſion of 
Faith direCtly contrary to their known Princi- 
ples, and the Writings of their Chief Guides. 
We ſhould inlike manner have looked upon our 
ſelves obliged both inHonour to God,and Love 
to our Neighbours, to have detected their De- 
ceits. And we freely allow any to examine 
our publiſhed Faith; and if they can find ſuch 
plain contradiCtions as aforeſaid, we will be 
content to bear the diſcredit, and not retali- 
ate them with Railings and Slanders, nor ac- 


count them envious Perſecutors for it: And | 
now I would appeal to the Light in G. Whre- 


head, whether he believes that we envy their 
Liberty, and would Perſecute them had we 
Power? if he ſo believes, he is miſerably de- 
Inded in that matter; and if he doth nor ſo 
believe, how willfully doth he ſin againſt the 
Light in caſting theſe Slanderous Aſperſions 
ypon us? © What, are we enyious Perſecutors, 
* Hypocrites, 
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© Hypocrites, and poſleſſed with an unclean 
< Spirit and lying Devil, p. 5, 8, 17. Fie 
George,are theſe Thunderbolts fit to be ſhot at 
your Antagoniſts on all occaſions ? I own that 
you have ſome cauſe to be diſpleaſed at our 
putting you upon a work you cannot poſlibly 
do; namely, to reconcile your late Faith with 
your former Writings: But thea you might 
have called. us unreaſonable Men, or com- 
pared us to Pharaob's Task-maſters; for its 
a work we put you upon that 1s harder 
than to make Brick without Straw. And in- 
deed G. Whitehead appears to have no mind to 
touch it with one of his fingers, it is ſo knot- 
ty and difticulta piece of work : No, it paſleth 
the $kill of the ableſt Orator with all his 
Rhetorick,or George Whitehead with all his pre- 
tended skill in Zogick,to do it ; and ſhould they 
g0 about to do it with their Equivocal Stuff : 
they know they ſhall appear inan evil Caſe. 
Well, but it may be ſome Advocate for the 
Quakers may be ready to ſay, That although 
the Quakers firſt Original and Ancient Authors 
of that Antiquity as 1648. and ſince; forl 
think they do not pretend to any greater An- 
tiquity : See John Whitebead's ſmall Treatiſe 
P. 4. He ſaith, That in the year 1648. God, 
who had Compaſſion on his People, did cauſe a 
Branch to ſpring forth of the Root of David, 


which was filled with Virtue for the Covenant of 


Life, and Peace was with him, &c. and much 
more matter of this Blaſphemous nature you 
have in the Book and Page aforeſaid. But 
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who the degenerate Plant of this ſtrange Vine 
was, I know not, except Fames Naylor. And 
faith John Whitehead, In the year 1655. I be- 
ing a Branch of this Tree, (Viz. the arkvich 
aforeſaid, the Life of this Root, cauſed me to 
Bloſſom and bring forth Fruit, for the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon me. Ibid. But to rcturn : fop- 
poſe that theſe Antient Authors did at firſt 


and ſince, till very lately, run into groſs and I 


abominable Errors about the Holy Scriptures, 
denying them to be the Word of God, anf 
Rule of Faith and Practices : and did deny 
Chriſt's being at God's right hand 1n the Glo- 
rious Heavens beyond the Stars ; and did de- 
ny the Humanity of Chriſf, -and Juſtification 
by his Works, Rightcouſnels and Merits, &c, 
yet they may now have ſeen their former Er: 
rors; and it may be by ſome means they have 
been convinced thereof, ſo that now theyare 
become good, Orthodox Chriſtians ; and there: | 
fore they bave publiſhed a Chriſtian-like Pro- | 
feſſion of Faith, &'c. Anſwer: But then ought 
they not to have renounced their former | 
Writings that directly contradict it, and then | 
we ſhould have been heartily glad to hear of | 
ſo.great and ſo happy a Reformation in and | 
amongſt them ? 

But now I think upon it, to put them uþori 
renouncing any of their former Writings or 
Authors Works, will bea greater affront than 
the other; and I ſhall incurr G. Whytehead's dit- 
pleaſure worſe than before z for how can they 
(0 that, fince ail their Authors Books, be they 
ever 
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ever ſo full of Railings, Falſities and Blaſphemies, 
yet they intitle them to the Divine Majeſty, 
and his Eternal Life and Light, given forth 
from his Mouth, and Sealed by his Spirit, &c. 
"Bo that I ſee not how they can renounce what 
they have written, but mult look upon all as 
-infallibly true on their account, as the Pope and 
' his Conclave looks upon their Councils, 
'EdiCts, and Decrees; ſo that as the Laws of 
the Medes and Perſians, they are never to be 
altercd or renounced. 

Then laſtly, which way could the Quakers 
expett to eſcape, being defamed or diſcredi- 
ted ? why it 1s like they did ſuppoſe that the 
Honourable Aſlembly in Parliament had mat- 
ters of greater moment in hand, than to com- 
pare their former Writings with their new 
Faith, 

So that if we had not concerned our ſelves 
to peep into their Writings, -and compare 
them with their newly profeſſed Faith, and 
publiſn'd this to the World ; namely, That the 
Quakers former Writings and their late Pro- 
feilion of Faith, 'are as really alike as an Apple 
is to an Oyſter, and agree asdireCtly as Light 
and' Darkneſs, it-had not been known: 

But G.- Whitehead faith in p. 6. That this 
Confeſſion of Faith was ſincerely onn'd and con- 
ſented to as one condition of their preſunt Liber= 
ty. Well thea we hope you in plainneſs ſpeak 
your Faith therein ; for if you did diſſemble 
| your Principles to obtain your Liberty, it was 

but a bad way to get at it :; But we hope better 
tbings, Now 
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Now would the Quakers but clear them- 
ſelves in theſe their Firlt and Primitive Errors 
and corrupt pringiples in point of Faith, :we 
ſhould be heartily glad to hear thereof. 

Firſt, That they would never more deny 
the Scriptures to be the Word of God, and 
Rule ©” Faith and Life ; which they have done. 

©*c5;.; ly, That they would never more 
* 3t111+, the Scriptures to be of noulſe in order 

*to the true Knowledge of God. This they, 
have formerly done. 

Thirdly, That they would no longer © hold 
©it to be a ſin,Ay,the fin of Idolatry and Breach 
© of the Second Commandment, to take the Pra- 

' Etices of the Saints Recorded, Commanded, 
© or Approved, &c. inthe Scriptures for our 
*Examples and Rules : This you have done. 
Fourthly, That they would never more affirm, 
© That whatever is commanded in Scripture 1s 
*no Duty tqus, except we receive the Com- 
© mand by immediate Inſpiration as the Pro 
© phets and Apoſtles did. 

Fifthly, That they would never more deny 
© the ReſurreCtion of the Bodies of- Men from 
*the Grayes of the Earth, as they have done. 

Sixthly, That they would never more deny 
© the Body of Chriſt of Fleſh and Bones to be 
© raiſed from the Grave, and to be now in the 
* Glorious Heavens above, beyond the Stars. 
This they have alſo done. 

Seventhly, That they would never more 
deny Goſpel Ordinances, * as Baptiſm in Wa- 
*ter and the Lord's Supper, Adminiſtred in 
© Bread 
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Bread and Wine 3 which the Quakers co both 
deſpiſe and contemn ? 

Eighthly, That they would forever renounce 
this pernicious Tenet, of believing that no Bleſ- 
ſedneſs is to be enjoyed by the Saints after 
Death, the Body never being to be raiſed to 
any further Bleſſedneſs, no more than- *>'y en- 
joyed a thouſand years before they wi':103%rn 3 
and that the,Soul is part of God, cameUntrom 
God, and ſhall return into God again, being 
part of his Eſſence. 

. Ninthly, That they would never more deny 
Juſtification by Chriſt's Works, Righteouſ- 

nefs and Merits; and for time to come, never 
call it a Doctrine of Devils, as they have for- 
merly done, 

Tenthly, that they would never ſay and af- 
firm that the Light within is Chriſt and God, 
as they have too commonly done. 

And finally, that they would leave off their 
Billings-gate Complements, and learn to treat 
their Antagoniſts more moderately an«! mildly 3 
for evil Communications will corrupt all their 
good Manners, if they have any: Artd waiting 
for this Reformation in them, I ſhall now pro- 
ceed to examine G. W's s long Story, and loud 
Ont-cries about the Weſtmorland Petitioners ; 
whichis my next Work. 

About the Story of the Weſtmorland Petitio- 
ners, G, W. ſpends ſeveral pages in cavelling 
with what I ſay, Antichriſt in Spirit, &c. 
pag. 78, namely, That Quakeri:n is not de- 
rived from a Perſon, but from Ggture uſed 

much 
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much amongſt the Quakers, formerly in "their 
Meetings, as was manifeſt by what was alled- 
ged againſt rhem by the. Weſtmorland Petitio- 
ners; who alledged that their praCtice did ex- 
c:edingly ſavour of Sorcery, becauſe of the 
Swellings , Q1akings, Roarings and Foam- 
ings that were amonglt them in their Meetings. 
L alfo cite the Q1akers Anſwer to this Petition, 
P- 35- where they deny not Swelling, Foaming, 
and Quaking: But they deny Sorcery and Bla- 
ſphemy 3 they julſtihe their Quaking and 
Trembling, as being uſed by the Saints of 
old, &c, Fames Naylor, Þ. IO, and 1 7. of his 
Book, The Power and Glory of the Lord, &c. 
urgeth many Scriptures to prove their Name, 
by juſtifying this praCtice, ſaying, That holy 
Men of God do witneſs Quaking and Tremb- 
ling, &c. Now what is this but a plain gran- 
ting all that I bring the Inſtance for ? I ſay the 
ſame may be ſaid of wicked Men and Devils: 
But this is therefore no diſcriminating Cha- 
rater of Chriſtianity or vatitinip: For Atﬀs 
24. 25. wicked Felix did tremble: And Fames 
2. 19. It is ſaid, the Devil believes and trem- 
bles: And Luk, 9. 39. we read of him thet was 
poſleſs'd that he foamed, &c. But G. I. asks 
whether we were Eye or Ear-witneſles of theſe 
Geſtures. He anſwers in the Negative, No. 
But how can G. WW. tell but we have ſeen ſuch 
Geſtures amongſt them? for my own part I 
have ſcen them quake and foam at the Mouth : 
Bzfides fever} that have been Eye and Ear- 
witneſſes of i:. But, faith G.W. You _ 
| CnLS 
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this from the Weſtmorland Petitioners : 'And 
what were they but a Company of envious, 
perſecuting Prieſts and Magiſtrates. Anſwer, 
no doubt but this is the beſt Language you can 
afford any that give the cleareſt Demonſtra- 
tions of your corrupt Notions and deceivable 
Geſtures. 

Then obſerve what a long run G. W. 
takes after his own ſhadow, and then falls a 
fighting with Men of Straw of his own ſetting 
up: Salth he, ** Wedeny your Story of Swel- 
&« lings and Foamings, as charged upon us, or 
& our Meetings in Weſtmorland, &c. Anſwer, 
then you do not deny Quaking, Trembling and 
Roaring ; ſo that there remains as much and 
more undenied, as the Inſtance is brought for, 
as any may ſee in Antichriſt in Spirit, p. 78. 
Again you ſay your Meetings in Weſtmorland 
are clear of it. 1 ask George Whitehead, do I 
ſay that you and your Meetings in Weſtmorland 
did uſe to {well ard foam ? Is there any ſuch 
thing ſaid or atlerced , that you ſwelled and 
fo. rz2d there ! Suppole you formerly uſed to 
Gi: kc, tremble, roar, {well and foam at the 
1 Bk ::4-Mouth 11 London, or eliewhere, the 
Weſtn.orland Petitioners nay fay true, for 
ought we ſay in our Book, or for any thing 
you have ſaid yet. Pur 1 chall:znge you to 
deny if you dare that iich Geſtures were uſed 
amongſt you tormeriv. 

Again | ſhall follow G. Whitehead alittle fur- 
ther in this his impertinent, long run, which 
he makes a material part of the Bundle of 
Stuff 
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Stuff in his {landerous Libel : Saith he, p. 13. 
« Set Caſe any have been diſordered through 
** {gme natural Inirmity, Diſtemper, Swoun- it 
&« ing or Falling Sickneſs: W hat doth this affet I} Er 
<« usor our Meetings on a religious Account; it I 2" 
© may be ſome of your own People's Caſe ? {l 

Anſwer, It is ſtrange to me, that G.W. an IÞ 
old Stickler for Quakeriſm, ſhould think to i 
put off the:Matter of FaCt with ſuch an Equi- f 
vocal. Gloſs. Do you think that ſuch natural b 
or tranſient Infirmities, that are infident to 
Men, were the occaſion of the Weſtmorland Pe- 
tition, and other Charges of the ſame Nature, 
or of what I and many others have ſeen ? Sure- 
ly if you think ſo, . no body elle will. 

And how 1mpertinent is your next Suppoh- 
tion? Say you, © ſnppoſe it ſhould be made 
<* appear thar divers Anabaptiſts, after they 
* have been dipp'd and received into Church- 
« Fellowſhip, have run mad or diſtraCted, and ' 
<« others guilty of great Enormities,how would 
<« this affect either your Church-profeſlion or 
* Societies ? p. 14. Anſwer, you ſpeak her: to 
none of us, the Name Anabaptifts we never 
owned, procured, or defended, as you kav< 
done your Quaking., And although Fames Nat- 
lor juſtified your Qnaking and Trembling ; yet 
herein p.11. ſay you, Quakeriſm is a Nick-name 
in Deriſion; and James Nailor in the Title 
Page of his Book, ſtiles himſelf cne whom Jſþh- 
mael's Brood calls a Quaker.Pray then what is G. 
W.who fo frequently calls ns Anabaptiſt5!Is not 
he one of 1ſhmac!'s Brood , according to his 
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wn Doftor's Opinion ? And ſince the Name 
Anabaptiſts belongs not to us: Firſt, I anſwer 
thus, that if any have ſubmitted to Chriſt's. 1a- 
cred Ordinance of Baptiſm, and are received 
into Church-Fellowſhip, &c. and after this 
ſhall turn Anabapriſts, and provoke God there- 
by, be may in Juſtice deprive them of their Sen- 
ſes, and give them up to enormous Acts. Now 
ſince you are nct ignorant that the Name Ana- 
baptiſts belongs not to us, this might ſerve for 
an Anſwer to your impertinent Suppoſition. 
But ſuppoſe ſome Members of the baptized 
Churches, or any other Chriſtian Societies have 
ſo done, we believe God can at his pleaſure de- 
prive of Senſes and Underſtanding : And we 
alſo believe that the trueſt Profeſſors, if 
they have not a conſtant care and watch, may 
Apoſtatize, and run into great Inormities. But 
what is this to your frequent Geſtures of Qua- 
king, Trembling, and foaming in your Meet- 
| ings formerly ? I confeſs there-may be ſome- 
thing in it, if you will ſay that all that uſed 
| thoſe Geſtures amongſt you were mad and di- 
ſtrated Men and Women : Bur ?tis like you 
will be cautious of ſaying ſo ; it having been ſo 
frequent amongſt you, leſt any ſhould be ſo ma- 
liciouſly untoward ; though it may be very na» 
tural, as to conclude, that Quakeri/m was firſt 
founded, and carried on by mad and diſtratted 
Men and Women) for they quaked, trembled, 
and foamed at the Mouth, &c. 

Again, I ſhall rake notice of one more of 
your impertinent Suppoſitions, after mention-

Anſwer, I would firſt ask G. W. what Rule | 
or Reaſon the Quakers can allign for Faſting ?

Then came to him the Diſciples of John ſaying, 
why do we and the Phariſees faſt often, but 
thy Diſciples faſt not ? v. 15. Jeſus ſaid unto 
them, can the Chi/aren of the Bride-Chamber 
mourn as lon; as the Bride-groom 1s with them ? 
but the days ſhall come when the Bridegroom' ſhall 
be taken from them, then ſhall they faſt : Now | 
ask you by what Rule you obſerve days of 
Faſting, ſince you really believe that Chriſt 
the Bride-groom is really with you, among,and 
perſonally in yon ? Methinks it's ſtrange that 
you [hould talk of Falling ; that is a Duty in: 
Cumbent 
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cumbent upon ſuch as believe Chriſt's Perſonal 
Aſcenſion into the glorious Heavens above, be- 
yond the Stars; io that he being perſonally 
taken from them, though preſent in Spirit, 
they are obliged to Prayer and Faſting, and all 
other Goſpel Ordinances, till his ſecond per- 
ſonal and glorious coming. But what theQua- 
kers have to do with Ordinances, Prayer, or 
Faſting, 1 ſee not. 

2, Neither is there Reaſon to believe you 
dare in your Aſſemblies, in Chriſt's Name, re- 
buke any unclean Spirits, leſt you meet with 
the fame Anſwer and Repulle as the ſeven Sons 
of Sceva did, Atts 19. 14, 15, 16. And the evil 
Spirit anſwered and ſaid, Feſus I know, and 
Paul I know ; but who are you? And the Man in 
Thom the evil Spirit was, leaped on them, and os 
vercame them, &c. 

And to conclude my Anſwer to his long Sta- 
ry, I ask George Whitehead why he had not de- 
nied this Geſture of Quaking and Foaming 
to Mr. fohn Faldo, who gives. him Provoca- 
tion enough to doit. See his Book, Ouakeriſm 
no Chriſtianity, pag. 12. Saith he, ** How

& and notorious, that though now they have 
& 2Imoſt, if not altogether, left the latter ſort 
& of them, they dare not deny that it was ſo :

* their Remembrance with a good part of a 
&« Volume of them. - Thus far Mr. Faldso,

Leaded not to have taken this Pains, fince

I anſwer, lt is a ſtrange thing to me, that 
G. Whitehead doth not ſee that he condemns 
himſelf whilſt he is judging another ; and it 1s 
a lamentable thing that the Quakers will admit 
of no diſtinftions : But it verifies that true 
Proverb, that the want of diſtinCtions are the 
cauſe of miſtakes. Here G. W. will not ad- 
mit of a diſtinftion, betwixt immediate Inſpi- 
rations, and the mediate or more common 
Gifts of the Spirit. Now all Chriſtians that I 
know of, will admit of this diſtinftion, That: 
it is one thing to be immediately and extraor- 
dinarily endowed and inſpired. with the Holy 
Ghoſt, as the Prophets and Apoſtles in their 
Prophecies and Writings were ; and another 
thing to have ſuch common and more 1mme- 
B 3 diate 
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diate Gifts and Graces of the Spirit, that are 
promiſed by Chriſt to them that obey him, as 
a Seal of their preſent Acceptance, and fu- 
ture Inheritance. The& uſe of theſe more im- 
mediate or common Gifts, are to help our Infir- 
mities, and to bring to remembrance our 
Lord's revealed Will in his Word: Things 
that are ſecret, and not written ; not at all be- 
longing to us, bnt to the Lord. But obſerve 
G.W's plain perverſion of my Words. © Firſt, 
&« faith he, as if none have the Spirit of Chriſt, 
© unleſs they know and can declare all Things 
& it knows. Do | demand of you to tel] me 
all things that Jeſus did, or that the Holy Spi- 
rit knows? You know I do not; and then 
what an idle Evaſion 1s this ? 

And becauſe we pretend not to immediate or 
extraordinary Inſpirations ; therefore we come 
ſhort of being Chriſt's Miniſters or Ambaſla- | 
dors, and have (hut our ſelves out from any 
ſhare in the Spirit of Chriſt, or Divine Inſpt- 
ration; and how then will you prove your 
Call to baptize People in Water. 
Anſwer, Then by G. W's Logick, becauſe 
we do not pretend to ſuch immediate and ex- 
traordinary Inſpirations, as to know what 
had been contained in the Scriptures, had they 
never been written: We fall ſhort of being 
Chriſt's Miniſters or Ambaſſadors, and have 
ſhut our ſelves out from having any ſhare in the 
Spirit of Chriit, &c. One that hath but his 
Senſes, would be inclined to think that this 
Conſequence is much beſide the Truth ; avd 
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yet if this be not true, G.W. cannot imagine 
how we can prove our Call to baptize People 
in Water. But to inform him in this Matter, 
we have a ſufficient Call for it, from the Com- 
miſſion of Chriſt our great Prophet, who is to 
be heard in all things, Matth. 28. Mark 16. 
And the frequent Examples of the Apoſtles, 
who admonilſh and exhort us to be Followers of 
them as they are of Chriſt, and to keep the Or- 
dinances as they were delivered; ſo that we 
need not immediate Inſpirations for our Call 
or Authority herein. But I am perſuaded 
G.W. hath made uſe of theſe many nonlenſi- 
cal Quibles to evade reſolving- the Queſtion. 
Now let him reſolve me in ſome of thole things 
that Jeſus did, that was not written , and 
what was wrote on the ground: And let him 
or any other Quaker do it, either by a mediate 
or immediate Inſpiration or Revelation : And 
if they cannot do it, then let their proud boaſt- 
ings of immediate Inſpirations , Revelations, 
and Knowledge 1n things above what is writ- 
ten, ceaſe for ever, &c.

Paye hath this 
fo ſay,” that althong' he doth not pretend to Perfetion, 
as - ſome of the Quakers have done ; that is, -a living 
without Sin: "Yet when G. W. becomes Maſter of an In- 
quifition, Ed. Faye will give ſufficient Teſtimonies,both 
of his Life and Doctrine, to the confutation of Ins Defa- 
mers. And the mean time, he challenges any to 
coarge and prove againft him any thing unbecoming a 
Man and a Cizriftian, reſpecting either Life or Principles, 
humane Frailtics excepted. 

And althoug!, G. 1. infimates mo{t arrogantly that 
he had need to b» a Man of fingalar Piety and eminent 
Parts, that is fit to diſcourſe with a 91gker in this Contro- 
verſie; yet E. P. believes that a Man of as mean Qualtft- 
cations as himſelf can do it : And let this ſerve for an An- 
(wer to your impertinent Queſtions. 


And now, G I. I conclude with a Word to thee ;
